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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 
. 3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nixon (US 6,584185 B1 ; cited and applied for the second time) in view of Gruchala et al. 
(Gruchala: US 6,252,953 B1; cited and applied for the second time). 
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With respect to claims 1 , 3-8, 1 1 , and 13-18, Nixon plainly teaches the claimed 
desk sharing application (reads on hoteling of Nixon; see column 4, lines 41 - 63 and 
column 15, line 62 - column 16, line 22). Nixon teaches automatically impersonating 
full user identity and feature functionality from a dedicated telephone device to a share 
telephone device. The claimed Enterprise Communication Platform node is depicted in 
FIGs. 2 and 3. The administrative library of claims 2 and 12 reads on the User directory 
80. The alternative configuration recited in claims 9 and 19 and the API of claims 10 
and 20 are taught at column 9, line 48 - column 1 5, line 61 . 

Nixon differs from claims 1-20 in that Nixon fails to teach reserving an available 
shared telephone device. However, Gruchala plainly teaches reserving a shared 
telephone device (reads on reserving a desk; see column 1, lines 15-23) in a desk- 
sharing environment . Therefore, it would have been obvious even to one ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to incorporate the feature of reserving a shared 
telephone device into the system of Nixon as taught by Gruchala in order to provide the 
user with guaranteed space and resource according to the user's work schedule.

Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 
644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 



7. Claims 1-20 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of 
copending Application No. 10/610,451. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims of the claims of the 
present application are broader in scope than the claims of the '451 application. 
Omission of an element and its function in a combination is an obvious expedient if the 
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remaining elements perform the same functions as before. In re KARLSON (CCPA) 
136 USPA 184 (1963). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Response to Arguments 
8. Applicant's arguments filed October 12, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 2, paragraph 3, last line of the REMARKS the applicants state that no 
source of the suggestion to combine is provided. The examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the 
prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). In this case, both references plainly teach the desk-sharing environment 
which provides for the teaching and suggestion to combine the references. Further, the 
applicants are respectfully reminded that the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in 
any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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On page 3, second full paragraph, the applicants state that 
-"Furthermore, it is the desk sharing application, not the user, "automatically 
impersonating full user identity and feature functionality from said dedicated 
telephone device to said shared telephone device" as claims 1 and 1 1 recite." — . 
The examiner respectfully asserts that the feature upon which applicants relies are not 
recited in the rejected claims 1 and 1 1 . Claims 1 and 1 1 never ever recite that it is the 
desk sharing application itself that is automatically impersonating full user identity and 
feature functionality from said dedicated telephone device to said shared telephone 
device. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The applicants provide no other substantive points of argument. Thus claims 1- 
20 remain rejected.
